I don't worry about cost on the homebrew cards. For most QSOs from home I 
just order the printed ones - from W4MPY if you must know. But for the 
special events like QRP to the field I just print up my own. Rather than 
getting fancy card stock, I just got a package of the large yellow index 
cards. I designed the basic card in Word and print what I want. Then I 
trim the cards down to QSL card size. Depending on the event and location 
I change the gif on the card, the QTH info, and the power, and rig info. 
Then I print them up one card at a time. Works great. That way I can do 
limited runs. Several years ago I ran an IOTA while on vacation on the 
Outer Banks of NC and had a set of 250 cards printed - I still have over 
200 of them. They do get used at times as I have made several trips down 
there - but it clearly was not worth what I spent to print those cards. 


Someday I'll figure out how to get the card into a gif file, sorry no 
scanner here yet, and put it up on my website.

Some of you may remember my Sick SST posting some time ago. Well, there's 


good news and there's bad news. The good news is, the RX is great. Seems 
like it's performing wonderfully. The bad news is, the TX isn't doing well 
at all. I hear my own signal when I transmit, so the oscillator chain seems 
to be working, but my newly-built (and tested!) OHR WM-2 shows no output. 
Nil, zip, nada. I started probing around. There's no major discrepancies 
on U5 (the LT1252 driver) when I checked the DC voltages on the 
troubleshooting table. Pin 6, which to me looks like the output, shows 
about 9v of DC voltage, which drops somewhat on TX, just as it's supposed 
to. This pin 6 is connected to C31. I get the same voltages at the Pin 6 
side of C31, then NO DC voltage on the side of C31 that connects to R12 the 
drive potentiometer. I'm not familiar enough with this to know if this is 
correct, but it doesn't seem to be right to me. I checked the solder joints 
on both legs of C31 and they're fine. Can anyone help out with this?

Aw... what the heck. It's not *exactly* QRP, but it's historic. 
Here's a post I sent to the TenxTec-L. Enjoy. 


KKKKAIKKKKKKKKAKKKKKAKKEKKEKRERKKEKREKE 
Hello Everyone! 


Well, my work here is complete :-) tonight was (probably) the first time 
in 20 years that a QSO was completed with a TenxTec RX-10 and TX-100 combo 
as one of the stations. 


The lucky guy on the other end was WD8BSG near Dayton. Don was running a 
Kenwood and gave my antique TenxTec station a 599 report at 0143Z on 
7.050. Don was also a Ten*xTec fan having owned a C22, 544 and Scout. 
He'll have a hard time tomorrow if he trys to tell the guys on the 
repeater that he worked a ham using a TenxTec transmitter that had tubes 
in it! 


The TX-100 is crystal controlled. I only own 3 FT-243 style rocks and 
they are all for 40M. The RX-10, like all old TenxTec direct conversion 
receivers is a nightmare when it comes to SW broadcast band (5MHz) 
interference/overload. I tip my hat to those that used these rigs ona 
regular basis back in the 1970s. 


The two units are connected as follows, the antenna feeds the RF-output 
jack on the rear of the TX-100. A coax then connects the receiver-output 
jack to the antenna input jack on the RX-10, as the TX-100 thoughtfully 
contains the antenna switching relay circuit. 


The key goes to a 1/4" plug on the rear of the TX-100. An RCA phono-type 
cable plugs a key-out jack on the TX-100 to a key-input jack on the RX-10. 
This is used to generate a side tone internally to the RX-10. It works 
great, but it's not *xreallyx needed as the RX-10 will "hear" the TX-100 
quite well while you transmit. The TX-100 measured 20 watts out on the 
Bird 43. 


Both units have built in AC supplies so they plug into the wall. The 
RX-10 may also be powered by external 12VDC. 


One cool thing about these two rigs is that they both use a little 
pilot lamp to make the "sun" in the center of the Ten*xTec logo "glow" 
while powered on. Very neat looking - I wonder why TenxTec doesn't do 
something like that in the more modern rigs with an LED? 


Both my TX-100 and RX-10 are is simply stunning physical condition. I 
am quite proud to have finally completed this TenxTec collector "crown 
jewel" acquisition - after almost 15 years of trying. It is right up 
there with the unassembled MR-1 kit I've displayed at Dayton. 


I've received a number of emails from friends interested in how I came 
about the two rigs. It simply took a LONG time looking - and a lot of 
cash ;-). I know there are others out there - you must simply NEVER GIVE 
UP should you want to find one yourself. We all need to have a holy grail 
to search for, it makes life much more interesting... ask the Knights who 
say, "Nee!" Oh, sorry... Monty Python flashback.

Hello All... I got in the Panasonic 3700mA-Hr NiMH batteries today... 14 of 
‘em. Also got the small Panasonic book on NiMH-especially theirs. Nominal 
charged voltage is 1.2 to 1.3 VDC. Voltage cutoff point when charging is 1.8 
VDC (!!)... I figure to try 11 of ‘em, and see how that works out. 


Today, I also ordered three Maxim NiMH charger ICs today. ~$8.00 each. I 
bought the tab type batteries, and plan to go over to my local Batteries 
Plus and see if they'll weld ‘em for me when I know what physical 
configuration to use for the K2. I DID buy the Gel Cell but-as you field 
testers already know-don't have it yet, and will use it to determine the 
appropriate dimensions for this NiMH pak. Doesn't matter that much (not 
having the Gel-Cel yet), and I ordered it so that I can get the K2 on 
w/internal battery power when it comes. I will probably replace it with 
these new batteries-we'll see.

entry multi-operator. Multi-operators should 
show the actual operator for each QSO. Under 
single operator there will be a designation of 
power level: H= power over 150 watts, L= power 


under 150 watts, and Q= 5 watts or less. There 


will continue to be only listings per state or 
country, but if there is sufficient activity 
or if a high enough score is made, then a 
seperate certificate will be issued. Minimum 
score for the seperate sertificate is 5,000 
points!

V. Multiplier Each continental US State (48), USA 
District 


of Columbia (DC), Canadian area (13), and DX 


country. 


KL7 and KH6 are considered DX and not state 
for this contest. DX countries are DXCC plus 
WAE (IT, GM Shetland Islands, et al). Canadian 
areas include VO1, VO2, NB, NS, PEI, VE2, VE3, 
VE4, VE5, VE6, VE7, NWT, and Yukon. Do not 
count States and Canada as seperate countries. 
Remember that maritime mobiles no longer count

VI. Final Score Total QSO points times the sum of all 
multipliers (states, VE, DX countries).

Hi All, 


First, my Congratulations to Marshall for a great job! 
2 observations..... 


How to be a lid in one easy lesson.... follow my example! 
When the Fox gave his first yelp, there was a very loud 
station shairing the freq with him. 


I thought that not many people would be able to copy 
anything he sent and I tried to use that to my advantage. 
I threw out my call.... The Fox came back and I heard a 
K, a 7 and a Y. But it just didn't sound quite correct. 

I paused and didn't hear anyone else sending so I sent 
my call, the exchange and my call again. The Fox came 
back with a QSL and QRZ to the next hound.... 


I sat there not knowing if he had worked me or someone 
else..... there are a couple of other calls in the hunts 
that end in 7Y so I just didn't know.... 


But, I realized that it would not be right to just call 
again and maybe keep someone else from getting a pelt just 
because of my possible error. So I just worked on the banjo 
neck and waited..... 


Close to the end of the hunt the Fox was having a hard time 
hearing the stations that were calling and would have to 
send a few CQ's. So I called and asked if we had worked B4. 
He said no, so I fired off the exchange. 


It turns out that the first contact had been with Greg, AK7Y 
down in AZ and he must have been down a bit if freq and not 
heard by me! 


So it pays to listen to your gut feelings! I was very lucky 
that the condx held up and that there was a "hole" where the 
Fox wasn't busy and I could feel good about calling him again. 


2nd observation...... 


No calls will be used. This note is not meant in a negative 
fashion but only to point out to the newer ops how to and how 
not to call in a pile up (Fox Hunt). 


There was a station calling for awhlie last night that would 
send their call 3 and sometimes 4 times in a row. No listing 
inbetween calls. Often there was a whole exchange sent, both 


from the Fox and Hound while this call was being sent. 


Here is the problem with doing that.... the bottom line is that 
the Fox can not hear your call if he is also sending! And if 
he is working someone else, you are just making some QRM. 


How do you avoid doing this?? 
Good question! 


First, send your call ONCE and then listen for a bit. If 
the Fox does not start sending, go ahead and send your 
call again and then LISTEN some more. 


It's OK to send your call more than once IF you listen in 
between sending. Try to find a "hole" in time where no one 
is sending and drop your call in there. 


The second thing to do to avoid calling when the Fox is 
sending is to use your QSK. When using QSK you will need 
the sidetone set up higher than you normaly do. At least 
that helps me, your milage may vary. But you need to hear 
your side tone louder than all the other stations. 


Then, if you are sending and the Fox starts sending, STOP 
sending! Do NOT finish a letter or your call. Just STOP. 


If you THINK it's the Fox that's sending, STOP. Listen. 
If it's not him, fire off another call. 


One other thing.... Don't try to be the last station that 
calls. This will wind up draging out the pile up so that 
no one gets in! 


Notice where the Fox is listing... move up or down as 
needed and fire from there. 


Does all this mean that you will never QRM the Fox? 


No, but it sure will help. :-) (This all applies to DX 
and contest pile ups too!) 


Overall, I rate the Fox Hunts as SUPER examples of how 
to have a big pile up and still have everyone remain 
friends! :-) 


The skill level of this group continues to rise. Each 
time you see a big Fox QSO total, remember that it's 


not just the Fox who is doing that but all the Hounds 
too. 


If you folks didn't do such a good job of keeping the 
pile up under control none of the Fox's could get those 
big totals! 


Congratulations to each and every one of you. 


This is one group that I'm proud to be part of!

I've had good luck with a Pseudo-synchronous detector. Feed the IF 
into an FM IF chip, such as the CA3089 and use the IF limiter output 

to drive the LO of a NE602. A single xtal filter between the FM IF 
limiter output and the '602 helps clean up the signal and helps 

to ensure your using the carrier and not the sidebands for the DC 
conversion. 


The way this works is the FM IF amp effectivly removes the AM 
modulation from the carrier. When this AM limited carrier is then 
beat against the orignal signal, only the audio sidebands are 
converted to audio. 


This scheme has’ good sensitivity and is relativly immune to fading. 
Adding a PLL between the limiter and '602 would make the system a 
true sychronous detector. 


There is an artical on this in some of the ARRL handbooks, but 
can't find it off hand.

Be aware that 7.035 to 7.045 are the ONLY region 1 and 3 digital 
freqs, and if you want to talk to the DX on 40M, which is a reasonable 
thing to do, you must use those frequencies. 


And 7.040 is not only the QRP calling freq, but is also the RTTY DX 
calling freq. Assuming the PSK station listened and didn't hear you, 
a reasonable assumption, then they were just as right as you were. 


We all tend to be a little focused at times, so sometimes lose sight 
of the other person's place. Try to keep that in mind.

The sun has been unusually quiet this rotation with only small C-class 
flares. Solar flux hit a maximum of 201, and is heading down now. Today 
(friday) the solar flux is 116 with 108 predicted for the CQC Winter QSO 
Party on sunday. This is still high enough for 15M activity, but just 
barely. So try 15M first thing, then move on to 20M. Due to the low 
ionization levels, 15M will die very quickly at sundown. 


The geomagnetic field is also quiet, meaning noise conditions on 40M will 
be fairly quiet. A coronal hole on the sun is keeping the solar wind at 
above normal levels, keeping our magnetic field agitated a bit, but 
nothing severe. A coronal stream is expected to hit the earth on Mar. 1, 
which could produce some active to minor storm conditions. But this will 
occur after the CQC contest. K index today has been 1, and the A-index
